FARMERS ASK FOR PROTECTION 


WASHED FROM THEIR GRAVES 


Awful Result of Clc-isaburst st Madi- 


son, N. J. 


Madison, 
X. 
J., Aug. 12.—With 


scarcely a warning a cloudburst broke 
over Madison Sunday night, and with- 
in a short time had spread ruin on 
every 
side. Eoads 
became rivers, 


bridges were swept away, and, most 
terrible of all, the Presbyterian ceme- 
tery, on the \vest of the town, was 
flooded and Inmdreas cf bodies were 
washed from the graves. News of 
the calamity spread, and soon nearly 
a thousand men -were at work trying 
to secure the coffins with the bodies 
in them from the rush of waters. 


In many cases the rescuers were 


prevented by the flood from doing 
anything, 
but 
about 
a hundred 


corpses were taken frora the water 
and carried to dry land. Undertak- 
ers from all over the county v/ere 
summoned, 
and 
disinfectants were 


freely used to prevent any pestilence. 
In many cases there was no way of 
identifying the bodies, winch were 
washed out of the coffins, ana they 
will have to be interred again as 
nameless persons. 


The country for miles around is 


all excitement; and thousands of peo- 
ple are on the scene looking for 
traces of their d^ad 


Besides the destruction of the ceme- 


tery the tracks of the Lackawanna 
Road west cf ?iladisoa •was destroyed 
by a washout and one 
train was 


wrecked as. a result. The engine over- 
turned and the brakeraan was killed 
and the conductor and engineer per- 
haps fatally injured. The roads are 
Impassable to vehicles for miles in ev- 
ery direction.

If Troops Are Net Sent to Prevent 


Raids They Will Appeal to the 
Sheriff—Soldiers 
Feeding Hungry 


Women and Children. 
Shenssdcah, Pa., Aug. 12.—Com- 


plaint was made to brigade headquar- 
ters yesterday that strikers are for- 
aging in the rich agricultural district 
of 
the 
Catawissa 
Valley, 
which 


spreads its broad and fertile length 
along the other side of the mountains 
north of this city. 
The life cf one 


farmer has been threatened because 
he at'-C-'njjic-d to protect his property, 
and the raids have reached such seri- 
ous proportions that the farmers are 
preparing to tr_ke son-e concerted ac- 
tion to stop 
further 
depredations. 


The complaints reached headquarters 
yesterday afternoon, and it is not un- 
likely that cavalrj' will be sant into 
the district for the purpose of stop- 
ping the raids. If the cavalry is sent 
there it is probable that a platoon of 
the troopers will be left in the valley 
to patrol the farms day and night. 
The farmers are drawing up a peti- 
tion asking for protection, which will 
be sent to the sheriff in cose General 
•Qobia decides not to send the troops 
into the valley. 


Luciea llunbeck, a farmer, reported 


that for some time past raids have 
been made on his place by parties of 
men. 
Early yesterday morning he 


-caught a man tearing out whole stalks 
of corn. He ordered the man. off the 
place, and as he was leaving he fired 
two shots at the farmer. The latter 
•was armed, but did 
not snoot. A 


•widow v.'Iio owns a farm reported that 
several men come on her premises 
..-and started to dig out potatoes. She 
-ordered them off the patch, but they 
paid no attention to her. and did not 
leave until thej- had taken all they 
needed. One farmer has several men 
patrolling his farm day and night. 
'The foragers do not 
confine them- 


selves to stealing crops, but also take 
away with them chickens and geese. 


The soldiers in camp are daily feed- 


ing several hundred women and chil- 
dren 
Thej- come there, saying they 


are hungry, and as there is more than 
enough food in the cainp to supply 
the wants of the men. the officers 
permit the soldiers to give something 
to the needy applicants. The num- 
ber that came last week was small, 
but it is increasing every day. Some 
of the -women and all of the children 
come to the camp in their bare feet. 
Many of them bring baskets to carry 
the food home. It is a common sight 
to see some of the women afe chil- 
dren take scraps from the leavings of 
the soldiers. Colonel KoSinan. of the 
Eighth Regiment, was asked if .all of 
these persons were foreigners, and 
he replied that a good many belonged 
to the EBglish-speakIng classes.

BARCELONA SACKED BY REBELS 
Battle In Venezuelan City Continued 


For Six Days- 


Port of Spain, Island of Trinidad, 


Aug. 
13.—Details of the fighting at 


Barcelona. Venezuela, received here 
by boat show that a terrible battle 
started en Sunday, August 3, and tnat 
on the following Wednesday the revo- 
lutionists entered the city. They kept 
up a continuous firing day and night, 
destroying houses one by one to reach 
the center of the city. At midnight on 
Thursday two-thirds cf the city was 
in the power of 
the revolutionists. 


On Friday the 
government strong- 


holds were carried, and the last sur- 
vivors cf 
the 
government officers 


tried to escape by the river to the sea, 
but failing in this, they made one last 
stand, after which, at noon Friday, 
they surrendered to the revolutionist 
commanders. 
Generals 
Francisco, 


Monagas and Platero." Among those 
taken prisoners ars Martin Marcano, 
president of the state of Barcelona, 
and commander of the government 
troops, eight generals and 23 colonels. 
The dead on both sides numbered 
167. 


All houses in the city were sacked; 


and in some instances

All the stores were pil- 
laged, especially those belonging to 
foreigners, and the French ca.ble office 
was robbed.

AN ADVENTURE IN THE UPPER SEA.

I am & retired captain of the upper 


sea. That is to say, when I was 
a younger man (which is not so long) 
I was an aeronaut and navigated that 
aerial ocean which 
is all 
around 


about and above us. Naturally it is 
a hazardous profession, and naturally 
I have had many thrilling experiences, 
the most thrilling, or at least the 
most nerve racking, being the one I 
am about to relate. 


It happened before 1 went in for hy- 


drogen pias balloons, all of varnished 
silk, doubled and lined, and all that, 
and fit for voyages of days instead of 
mere hours. 
The 
-Little 
Nassau 


(named after the "Great Nassau" of 
many years back, was the balloon I 
was making ascents in at the time. It 
was a fair-sized hot air affair, of sin- 
gle thickness, good for an hour's flight 
or so and capable of attaining an 
altitude of a mile or more. It an- 
swered my purpose, for my act at the 
time was making half-mile parachute 
jumps at recreation parks and coun- 
try fairs. I vras in Oakland, a Cali- 
fornia town, nliing a summer's en- 
gagement with a street railway com- 
pany. The company owned a large 
park outside the city, and of course 
It was to its interest to provide at- 
tractions which would send tbe towns- 
people over jrs line when they went 
out to get a whiff of country air. My 
contract called for two 
ascensions 


weekly, and my act \vas an especially 
taking feature, for it was on my days 
that the largest crowds were drawn. 


Before you can understand what 


tappened, I must first explain a bit 
about the nature of the hot air bal- 
joon which is used for parachute jump- 
ing. If you have ever witnessed such 
a jump, you will remember that di- 
rectly the parachute was cut loose 
tbe balloon turned upside down, emp- 
tied itself of its smoke and heated 
air, flattened out and fell straight 
down, beating ihe parachute to the 
ground. Thus there is no chasing a 
big deserted bag fcr miles and miles 
across the country, and much time, as 
well as trouble, is thereby saved. This 
maneuver is accomplished by attach- 
ing a weight, at the end of a long 
rcpe, to the top of the balloon. The 
aeronaut, v.-Ith his parachute and tra- r^ust b 
peze, hangs to the bottom of the bal- 
loon, and weighing more, keeps it 
right side down.

eo astonishingly that the omnipresent 
newsgatherer has gone to work to in- 
vestigate the why and wherefore. 


The total number of marraiges for 


1900 in Berlin was 20,756. This fell 
last year to 19,833, and in the first 
quarter of this year there were 390 
fewer marriages registered in the Ger- 
man capital than in 1901. 


Both young men and young women 


study the practical side of matrimony 
rather than the romantic. In all the 
larger ctiies of the German empire 
there is a marked disinclination on the 
part of young girls of any rank of 
life to bind themselves with betrothal 
vows unless there is an expectation 
of matrimony with comfort within a 
comparatively short time and good 
prospects for the future.

Martia Armstrong, a station agent on 
the Cub:. Colorado &. Santa Fe railway, 
is the inventor of a device by which. 
any one can send a telegraphic mes- 
sage over the wire without the least 
knowledge of the art. The instrument 
is primarily designed for the purpose 
of teaching telegraphy and by its usa 


j any one can master the secret 01 the 


I 
dots and dashes without trobule. But 
it has other advantages, for a railroad 
conductor equipped with one or thesa 
could ia ease of accident communicate 
with a telegraph station, and greatly 
facilitate the sending of help. In or- 
der to do this he would require no oth- 
er skill than the knowledge of the let- 
ters of the alphabet and sufficient abil- 
ity to compose a message. 


The outfit, which can be carried ia 


the hand, consists of a sounder key, 
such as is used in al! telegraphic work, 
a small dray battery, a transmitter, 
stylus and the wires that connect tha 
various parts. It is the transmitter 
that is the wonderful thing about the 
whole apparatus. This 
is simply a 


piece of wood about 1 inch long and 
eight wide. Extending along one side 
of the board are all the letters of the 
alphabet folowed by the numerals 1 to 
0. and the 
punctuation characters. 


Under each one of these characters 
there is a little hole or depression ia 
the wood. Below these holes again 
there is a geometrical pattern formed 
by strips of metal set into the wood, 
with a minute groove leading from 
each character through the metal strips 
and the wood that at intervals breaks 
their continuity. 


The stylus, which looks like an or- 


dinary pencil, and all the other parts oC 
the apparatus are connected with the 
battery by wires. The novice sets the 
apparatus on a table before him, and 
takes the stylus in his hand. Inserting 
its point in the groove running from 
the letter he wishes to make, he draws 
it toward him. As it moves the sound- 
er clicks the letter. This is done by 
the stylus passing 
over the metal 


strips and forming an electrical con- 
nection. which is broken for longer or 
shorter intervals necessary to make a 
letter by the intervening spaces ot 
wood between the metal strips. A few 
weeks of practice on this instrument 
and the novice knows the sound of 
every letter, and it is only then a mat- 
ter of practice to receive and transmit 
In the usual manner. The sounder 
gives him his opportunity to practice 
this, and if he is ever in doubt as to 
his correctness he can verify his work 
by producing the letter with the 
stvlus.

Novel Flee* of'Furaitnr* Designed f«r 


Harvard A*tr*uoutlcal OlM«rvatorr. 
One of the first results of the recent 


anonymous gift of J20.000 made to the 
Harvard astronomical observatory is 
new study table for the director's of- 
fice. The table is probably unique 
among study tables the world over. It 
was worked out by Prof. 
Pickering 


and Mr. W. P. Gerrish, also of 
the 


observatory, and is practically six sep- 
arate tables of ordinary size, each pro- 
vided with its own bookcase. But in- 
stead of having to move around from 
table to table, and from shelf to shelf, 
tables and book shelves move around 
to whoever is using them. These 
tables are joined to make one big cir- 
cular table which revolves horizontally 
on an axis so that each section can be 
brought easily within working distance 
of a stationary office chair. The book- 
case, situated in the centre of the table, 
revolves independently, so that 
any 


book may be brought within reach 
without disturbing the table itself. 


The main axis of the table proper, 


the part usea as a writing desk and 
covered with the materials of the vari- 
ous subjects which are constantly tak- 
ing up the director's personal attention, 
rises from floor to ceiling and turns 
slowly around as one section after an- 
other passes in review before the sta- 
tionary chair in which the director is 
seated. Above this table and in the 
centre of it is the special library con- 
taining all the books and pamphlets 
likely to be needed in the day's work* 
But there are really six little libraries, 
and between each 
smaller triangular 


of them another 
compartment 
for 


pens, ink. mucilage, letter scales, pa- 
per weights, and all the other things 
that accumulate on an ordinary desk. 


Each section is about four feet long 


by two deep, and in addition has two 
good-sized drawers 
for stationary, 


stamps, envelopes, measuring charts, 
diagrams, photograph slides, and the 
other paraphernalia of modern 
as- 


tronomy. One section is, therefore, 
for 
scientific corerspondence. 
Two 


sections are devoted to photometry — 
the constant record of the light or 
brightness of the stars. Another sec- 
tion is for studying and comparing the 
records of the thousands of spectro- 
scopic photographs yearly taken by the 
observatory instruments. Another is 
devoted to the proof sheets of the ob-

In 1869 I accepted a position with a 


life insurance company that was doing 
a large business throughout the coun- 
try, writes T. F. McGrew, in the Coun- 
try Gentleman. The issuing of large 
policies was seldom heard of at that 
time, and the solicitor who was able 
to secure an application for a large 
amount was the lion of the hour, and 
much sought after by ether companies. 


Lower Broadway was then the cen- 


tre of attraction, and scarcely an even- 
ing passed without a visit to old Xib- 
lo's Garden, the corridors of the Astor 
couse, the Metropolitan and St. Nicho- 
las hotels. Here would congregate the 
young business men from the salesman 
10 the man about town, and often ac- 
quaintances would 
b« made during 


these rounds that threw considerable 
business my way. 


While enjoying myself at Niblo's 


Garden one evening my attention was 
attracted to four persons in one of 
the boxes to the left of the stage. The 
party consisted of two ladies and two 
gentlemen, one of the latter about 40 
years old, the other a younger man. 
Their appearance, mirth and apparent 
enjoyment of the play soon made them 
the centre of attraction to the audi- 
ence, as well as to the actors on the 
stage. When the play was over my 
curiosity prompted me to watch this 
party, and as they left, to follow them 
to their hotel, where I had an oppor- 
tunity of observing them more closely 
as they ate a late evening meal — I do- 
ing likewise at a nearby table.

1 dropped in at their hotel the fol-

Their skilful playing attract- 
ed considerable attention, and before 
the afternoon was gone I know the 
tv,-o men as Mr. Livingstone and his 
brother-in-law, Mr. White. During the 
week that followed I met them quite 
often, and was invited one Saturday 
night to accompany them to the thea- 
tre. where they introduced me to the 
two ladies before mentioned, as their 
wires. 


This acquaintance became mutually 


pleasant, especially so between Mr. 
Livingstone and myself — he being in- 
terested in a oait-nt which he was anx- 
ious to sell — and I as anxious to assist 
for the sake of the benefit that might 
come to me from its sale. We often 
talked insurance matters together, I 
having suggested that he might do 
•v- orse than become an insurance agent. 
He replied that there was too much 
hard work in it to suit him, that he 
had rather a nice income of his own. 
but had about concluded to give me an 
application for a policy, which he final- 
ly decided to do, provided he might di- 
vide up the yearly payments into two 
F-arts, and I to allow him one-half of 
nry commission on his first payment. 


You can scarcely judge of my sur- 


prise the next day when he requested 
me to make out an application for a 
$50.000 policy. So delighted was I that 
i requested him to go with me at once 
to the office of the insurance company 
for an examination. 
This examina- 


tion was most rigid, the company's 
physician pronouncing Mr. Living- 
stone to be the most worthy of insur- 
ance of any he had examined in sev- 
eral years. In the course of a few 
days the po!ic3r "was issued, the money 
paid to the company in cash, of v.-nich 
I received my part, dividing the same 
with Mr. Livingstone, who took the 
policy and left for his home in St. 
Lawrence county. X. Y. 


More than a thousand times did I 


\\cnder if the second payment vrould 
be made on that policy and I gain my 
commission. This anxiety proved to 
be needless, for at the proper time the 
company notified roe that the payment 
had been made and I received nay share 
of it. 


About five months later the com- 


pany received a telegram from the 
state of Massachusetts, v.-here Mr. Liv- 
ingstone had moved- informing them 
of his death. They immediately re- 
quested me to go there and investigate 
the matter and report to them, as they 
wished to pay the loss as soon as possi- 
ble if all were right, for the sake of 
the benefit which was sure to come to 
them by the payment of so large a 
policy. 


I went to the town in Massachusetts 


xrhere I saw Mr. Livingstone in his 
ccSin, and I attended 
his funeral. 


These facts I telegraphed to the com- 
pany and 
they immediately made 


preparations to pay the loss from the 
Boston office — where I went with the 
widow and Mr. and Mrs. White. 


The whole matter was given the 


greatest prominence in the New Eng- 
land papers; and I remained in the 
New England territory for several 
weeks helping the local agents, who 
were glad to awide with me for the 
food work which I did for them. Be- 
tor* leaving the state I visited the 


town where Mr. Livingstone died 
placed some flowers and a wreath on ( 
Lis grave, and as I turned away I 
v;iped the tears from my eyes—having 
almost learned to love the man. With- 
in the year that followed I noticed in 
the papers that three good-sized pol- 
icies had been paid in different sec- 
tions of the country, the prompt pay- 
ment of which had helped to make the 
insurance business tmsisually good. 


One very hot day on lower Broadway 


I was astonished to meet a man so 
strikingly like Livingstone that I fal- 
tered for a moment, then' passed on 
| vrith the thcvigLt of how foolish to 
I think of such a thing. Between that 
j :me and early fall I met this same 
i n-an several times, and finally I coirtd 
I i-.ot resist the temptation of stopping 


him and saying: "You are so much 
like a friend of mine that the likeness 
haunts me. 
Is your name Living- 


stons?" "Oh, nc," he replied, anc re- 
marked that people often resembled 
each other. I said: ''If you had san- 
dy hair and no mustache I coald swear 
you were Livingstone." 
He replied: 


"But I have brown hair and a brown 
mustache." We then passed on. 


My feelings compelled me to relate 


this circumstance to the manager of 
the company, and he then showed me 
a letter from the agent in St. Law- 
rence county, who wrote that he was 
sure he had seen Livingstone in dis- 
guise in his town. The manager re- 
quested me to go into St. Lawrence 
ccunty and investigate, which I did. 
When I reached the county, the agent 
pointed out to me my friend of lower 
Broadway, who I thought had

sten me. I kept my eye upon him for 
the rest of the day, and had the pleas- 
ure of seeing him cross over into Can- 
ada, since which time he has not been 
seen. 


Going back to the home company I 


was requested to go with one of the 
test detectives that they could em- 
ploy, to the town where Livingstone 
had been burisd, and investigate the 
matter. We found the grave of Liv- 
ingstone in as perfect condition as 
when I had placed the wreath on it 
some two years before. Not being sat- 
isfied with this we went with a letter 
to the undertaker—which we claimed 
to be an order from Mrs. Livingstone 
to have him exhume the body and move 
it elsewhere for burial. He went with 
TIS to the grave and we saw it opened. 
The coffin was seemingly intact as 
when placed there. We then told the 
undertaker the truth regarding the 
matter, and he declined to proceed fur- 
ther with the work. We finally in- 
duced him to remove the cover from 
the upper part of tne coffin, with tne 
result that the body was not there— 
the coffin was empty.
